TO KGT1RE <1KEE>BACKS. 


Bepreaentative Walker of Massa- 


chusetts has introduced a general bank- 
ing and currency bill. It provides for 
the retirement of all greenbacks and 
Treasury notes without cost to the 
Government end without contracting 
the currency. The bill provides that 
these financiering feats shall be accom- 
plished by having all National banks 
turn into the Treasury all greenbacks 
and Treasury notes, for which double 
their amount in currency promissory 
notes ara to be issued to the banks for 
c'rcnlatioa. 
The Government is to 


guarantee the final payment ot half ol 
tbeae, and the banks are to redeem the 
others The greenbacks and> Treasury 
notes turned in by the National banks 
an to be destroyed, and a redemption 
fund is provided for by a tax of one- 
twentieth of one per cent on the cur- 
rency notes to settle the affairs of 
banks which may become insolvent, 
Mr. Walker is a pronounced goldbng 
and this is one of the makeshifts which 
the gold men suggest to prevent the 
coinage of silver. 


Thero are 13J.OOO.OOO ounces of fine 


silver stored in tUe Treasury vaults, 
The act authorizing the purchase of 
that silver provided that the Treasury 
notes issued in payment thereof could 
be redeemed in gold or silver at the 
option of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
who was authorized to com into stand- 
ard dollars sufficient of the bullion to 
redeem the notes. Instead of doing 
that, although the mints at Carson and 
at New Orleans are idle, it is proposed 
to issue promissory notes to redeem 
the Treasury notes. Though the Gov- 
ernment receipts are less than the ex 
penditures and the silver could be 
coined at a profit of fifty or sixty 
millions of dollars the Secretary of the 
Treasury prefers to issue bonds and a 
Republican Congress, pretending to be 
very much opposed to the Administra 
tion, instead of passing an act at once 
to coin the silver bullion will most 
likely coincide with Mr. Cleveland's 
views and keep the silver piled up in 
the Treasury vaults. 


What better or more convenient cur- 


rency could be devised for the people 
than silver notes f They are a legal 
tender for all debts, are convenient to 
carry and meet the objections of those 
who claim to dislike standard dollars 
because of their weight and bulk. The 
notes are redeemable.in coin on pre- 
sentation at the Treasury and answer 
all the requirements of the people, but 
because of the mortal antipathy of the 
gold men iq silver they will not coin 
the metal and issue such note?. 


How long will the masses of the peo- 


ple, the men who are seeking employ- 
ment or working for a mere pittance,' 
the. farmets who toil from one year's 
end to another and rejoice if the profits 
ou their crops will pay their taxes, and 
the merchants who wait months for 
their bills and charge many of their ac- 
counts to profit and loss, submit to the 
financial methods of the Administra- 
tion and Congress, which, while fight- 
ing a sham battle under different 
political banners, act as one in oppos- 
ing any measure that is calculated to 
restore prosperity to the country by 
restoring silver to its historical place 
as a money metal ?

WHAT THE MINT IS DOING. 


There are only two mints now coin- 


ing money in the United States. One 
of these is at Philadelphia and is called 
the mint; the other is at San Francisco 
and is called a branch mint. Tbo mint 
is now busily at work coining two kinds 
of money—double eagles dr twenty 
dollar pieces, and cents. The double 
eagles are for export to Europe, as that 
is where all the gold is going, and 
cenca, which are of copper and nickel, 
are for circulation at home. There is 
one press coining the gold pieces and 
nine presses coining; the bronze pieces. 
The one press turns out about 25,000 
coins daily equal to $450,000,and the nine 
presses turn out 400,000 bronze pieces 
daily, equal to about $4,000. Nickel 
and copper coins are made exclusively 
at the Philadelphia mint and none of 
the branch mints have dies for manu- 
facturing those coins. The demand 
for pennies as well as for gold piece? is 
greater than the supply, though the 
metal in the penny is not worth one- 
fourth of the face value of the coin. 
Our great and glorious Government 
has no objection to five cent and one 
cent pieces, though the metal in them 
sells at a few cents per pound, but it 
has a holy horror for silver, which is 
used as u money metal in all the 
nations of the earth, the policy being 
to hare only two money metals, gold 
for the classes and bronze for the 
masses.

Senator Call of-Florida has intro- 


duced a bill to prevent railroad cor- 
porations engaged in interstate com- 
merce from controlling or attempting 
to control- elections by use of money 
or other corrupt means. 
The bill 


makes offenses of that character a 
conspiracy punishable by imprison- 
ment for five years or a fine not ex- 
ceeding $100,000. The bill prohibits 
persons who receive passes or other 
free transportation from setting as 
jurors in the trial of such cases, and 
applies the same restrictions to judges 
on the bench. 


It is morally certain that a bill of 


that character will not pass the present 
Congress, nor is it likely to be heard 
of again unless a determined effort is 
made to get it oat of the pigeon hole to 
which it is certain to be consigned 
wMa nf•md to • committee.

1892, as gold deposit No. 77, in the name 
ot C. H. Peters for the Standard Min- 
ing Co, Bodie, 2,046 ounces, and it was 
recorded as a gold deposit, value $23,- 
539 62. It came from the refining and 
assay department 
with its value 


stamped upon it and its number, 77 
gold deposit. 
It subsequently ap- 


pears recorded as silver deposit No. 164, 
having the 
SHIHO weight but $20,000 


short in vali". It is so recorded in the 
computation book, and in the transfers 
from one administration to another, 
including the annual settlement of 
June, 1894. 


The moulds from the deposit melting 


room with the bricks or shoe bars fit- 
ting perfectly into them were exhibited 
to the jury, showing that they were 
cast in that department of the mint. 
Witness stated tbataccording to record 
this melt must have been made while 
Zabriskie was Melter and Refiner, 
with John T. Jones as Assistant Melter 
and Refiner, -which position Jones con- 


examination-^relative to the books and 
accounts of" hia department. He pos- 
itively denied having to do with the 
mutilation of that combination melta 
book which came to him from his pre- 
decessor, told of his first suspicion and 
detection of the shortage and his in- 
forming the Government ot it, his con- 
nection with Jones as]AMlittant Melter 
and Refiner, and waa specially cross- 
examined by Woodbnrn, at consider- 
able length, acknowledging to more 
that he didn't know than tbat he did.

A BIT OF PENCIL 


Prized Because It Is a Veteran and Went 


Through the War. 


"I have a very fine and choice cabinet 


of relics and specimens of the late war, ' ' 
said J. Fillmore of South Dakota. 
"In 


the collection is an old fashioned com- 
mon lead pencil, only three-quarters of 
an inch long, which was given to me by 
Major J. B. Fairbanks, who carried it 
through the entire war, and in present- 
ing it to me the major gave me this bio- 
graphical sketch of the pencil: 'This 
pencil as a veteran of the late war. 
When it enlisted, It was round and of 
full length. 
' ' 'When the war was over, it was, like 


many Bother veterans, badly used np. 
Dnnng its service it campaigned in dust 
and mud, over the hills and plains of 
Maryland and Virginia, through the 
swamps of Mississippi, across the moun- 
tains. of Kentucky and Tennessee, again 
through Virginia, from ttfe Wilderness 
to Appomattox. It has watched upon £he 
picket line in daylight and in darkness, 
in heat and in cold, in rain and in snow. 
It has taken part in many skirmisher, 
and in more than half a score of rognldr 
battles, and in addition it went through 
the siege of Petersburg, aiid was en- 
gaged in several of the assaults tipon 
that stronghold.

RELICS OF HAtlSE MERCHANTS. 


A Museum Fall of Carious Reminders of 


the Old Baltic'league. 


But one of the most 


places was the Hanseatio house; or inn- 
aenm, which stands In the Pmuegaard, 
on the Tydskebrygge. It is the last re- 
maining habitation ooonpied by that no- 
torious ring of German traders who set- 
tled down in Bergen, Norway, m the 
fourteenth century and monopolized its 
commerce for some 200 or 800 years 
until its power was finally broken in 
the eighteenth century. All the other 
houses have been burned or otherwise 
destroyed, and this was the only one 
left standing. 


We climbed up to a room in the sec- 


ond story, about 8 by 15 feet square, 
aud here were shown a large number oi 
curious articles formerly used by thea 
old merchants. There were scales and 
weights, the latter being of two sorts-* 
one for buying and one for selling— 
clocks, lanterns, candlesticks, snuff 
boxes, washing bowls, drinking cup 
and tankards, machines for choppini 
cabbage aud staves with bags for mak 
ng collections in church, We were alsc 
iown lamps that were fed with "cot 
iver oil, not then used for medioiua 
imposes; decorations made of strips o 
ried codfish, and the arms of the leagu 


—half an eagle and half a cod, the lal 
,er surmounted by a crown which sue 
gested the origin of the term "codfls 
uistocracy." 


Then, throuah a dark, rickety stair 


way, we continued our climb to th 
bird story and were shown the mer 
ihants' business office and the apart- 
ments for the clerks and bedrooms for 
all. These last weie the most curious of 
ibe whole suit, for the beds are oon- 
itrncted liko the berths of a ship and are 
jlosed oil oue side with hinged or slid- 
iig doors, while on the other shutters 
open to a passage beyond to enable the 
'emale domestics to make the beds 
without entering the men's rooms. The 
Sanseatia community was supposed to 
be strictly celibate in order to prevent 
its members from intermarrying with 
Norwegians, and thus allowing the na- 
:ives to obtain a share of the monopo- 
lized trade.—Boston Transcript.
